Indianapolis, Jan. 15.—"I shall have 


something to say tomorrow that will 
be plain and specific," said John \V. 
Kern today. "When 1 make my state- 
ment I think it will make them Jump 
some." 


This was said with reference to the 


story to the effect that Kern believes 
he was beaten for the United States 
senatorship through an elaborate and 
carefully worked system of deceit.and 
double crossing on the part o£ certain 
persons and elements whom ho had 
reason previously to count as' his 
friends. 
It is known that Kern has 


this belief and that he has evidence 
which he will make public to establish 
his charge. 


Kern refused today to mention any 


names or to give out any definite in- 
formation about the specific Instance 
to which he will refer In his statement 
to the public. • Ho believes that It Is 
duo to himself, his friends and tho 
entire democratic party of the state, it 
as said, that he lay bare the methods 
by which he was defeated for the sen- 
atorship. 


Just what evidence Kern has of this 


. double dealing will not be known, 


however, until he makes his full state- 
ment. The story, as It is told now, 
however, implicates Thomas Taggart 
in-the throwdown of Kern.

Rumors - of 
double

ty lawmakers were rife 
yesterday. 


They were denied by members o£ the 
delegation and by Thomas Taggart, 
whose name was connected with the 
reports. It was charged that while 
Taggart declared that 
he 
was for 


.Kern, in reality he was for Shively. 


The double dealing on the part cf 


some wilo pretended to be most active 
in behalf o£ Kern inside the caucus 
chamber, it was said, .made it possi- 
ble for Snivel" to hold his strength 
until he could gain support from the 
Slack and Hoffman forces. The sup- 
port he received from -these men, it 
was admitted yesterday, was respon- 
sible for his nomination. 


.Senator Proctor, of Elkhart county, 


who led the Shively forces inside the 
•caucus, declared yesterday that the 
charge that some oE the Maron county 
delegation had not been loyal to Kern 
was without foundation. 


"The Kern men," he said, "i 


loyal at all times. We could not break 
r^em." 


Kern Makes Statement. 


Mr. Kern 
yesterday 
gave out a 


-statement in which he charged that 
there had been treachery in the ranks 
of those who had agreed to support 
his candidacy. Mr. Kern, who rested 
at his home yesterday, discussing the 
result, said: 


"I am very grateful to my friends 


in the legislature for their loyal ,anc 
steadfast support. 
I am still- more 


deeply grateful to the thousands ol 
democrats in every county in the state 
who rallied to my support, and who 
in so many different ways, manifested 
their confidence and loyalty. 
. "It is a matter of great regret that, 
under the cloak of the secret ballot, 
so many representatives were able to 
defy the will of their constituents. I 
have in mind several counties where 
the sentiment for my nomination was 
practically unanimous, and that sen- 
timent was well known1 to their repre- 
sentatives, and >;et, those representa- 
tives deliberately betrayed their peo- 
ple and voted for men who, in a pri- 
mary, would not • have' 'received' a 
handful of votes in those counties. - . 
. "The secret ballot made possible.not 
only these .betrayals, but all., sorts of. 
treachery, double 
dealing 
and cor- 


rupt practices. I believe- that thought- 
ful people will find in the scenes of 
the-last-two days additional, .strong. 


• argument in favor of the' election of 


• 'United.States senators'by-direct"vote 


ot the people. I do' not care at this 
time to discuss In detail the causes 
which contribute to the result. The 
secret, ballot In a general way was re- 
sponsible Tor it 


- "Later I' shall have something to 
say as to the Interests which were 
back ot the opposition to me. and as 


double crossing which are afloat. 
I 


have not boon deceived as to the atti- 
tude of Uiose interests and men. Theh 
efforts to deceive me throughout tho 
canvass were more amusing' to me 
than otherwise. In due time the re- 
public shall know the whole story, 
and my only purpose lu making these 
things public will bo to'.show these 
interests and these gentlemen that I 
was deceived at no stage of the game 
by any of them. 


Will Expose' Fraud and Deceit. 


"While I shall devote myselt very 


assiduously to tho practice of law 
with the future, I will also have time 
to serve my party somewhat, and I 
know of no better servlco I can ren 
der to it than by exposing fraud, du 
plicity and deceit upon the part of al 
eged leaders and corrupt and disre 
putable methods. 


"The democratic party in Indiana 


should maintain Itself In power for 
many years. 
This will be possible 


only by cutting itself loose from the 
obnoxious Interests which seek to con 
trol it and following the counsels and 
advice of brave, true and patriotic 
nen 
like Governor Marshall, who 


lave at heart only the welfare of the 
party and the Interests o£ the state.'

no secret yesterday of the' fact that 
Shively was their second choice for 
senator.

The managers of Mr. Kern's 
campaign were aware of this1, and for

Leaders In 'the Kerfi camp in the 


caucus were on the lookout for double 
dealing, and it was expected; to come 
on the third ballot. It-is .known that 
i combination had been agreed upon 
between .Kern and Lamb whereby al 
of -Lamb's votes, except three, were 
:o go to:Kern. It was expected this 
support would put Kern so far aheac 
on the third ballot that his nomination 
would bo certain on the' fourth. When 
the fourth ballot was announced it was 
seen, that enough 
votes 
had 
been 


drawn away from Kern to Shively to 
offset the gain from Lamb. It was 
then that the Kern men and the Lamb 
men, as well, began to realize that the 
day was, lost, and. it was detenminet 
to begin a fight, for adjournment 


Negotiations were on also for a com 


bination with--Slack, whereby eithe 
Slack or Kern could 
be nominated 


When it was seen that Kern could no 
be nominated, the Slack men pleadei 
with the Indianapolis men to go to the 
Franklin man's support. This 
wa 


prevented, however, by the 
Shively 


men, 
in the Kern ranks. .

Taggart Says He Took No Part. 
Thomas Taggart declared yesterdaj 


that he took absolutely no part in th 
senatorial contest. The Kern men ar 
not denying this, but they 
declar 


that there was no eltort to stop som 
things that were being done with Taj 
gart's knowledge. 


'"I want to say," said Mr. Taggart 


"that my feelings have been with Mr 
Kern all through this race. However 
Mr. Shively has been elected senato 
and I think it is the duty of ever 
democrat to give'Mr. Shively the sam 
loyal suppot he would have given ha 
the nominee been Mr. Kern or an 
other of the candidates before 
th 


caucus. I do not believe there is any 
thing in these stories of double cross 
ing. I believe that every member o 
the Marion county 
delegation 
wa 


loyal to Mr. Kern."

for his home in Franklin last nigh 
with his wife, admitted that he had a 
tempted to get the Kern men to com 
to him. In discussing the senator!? 
race Senator Slack said: 


"I want to thank my friends ove 


the state for journeying'to Indianap 
lis to help me in the fight, particular! 
those who came each day from John 
son county. My weakness on the firs 
ballot-was due to the fact that I dea 
generously with those of my friend 
who were in the midst of a strong sen 
tirnent at home, and I never insiste 
that they vote contrary to the wishe 
of their constituents.

Hains stood guard over his brother, 


Capt. Peter C. Hains, jr., while the 
atter shot down Annis, but did not 
actually participate- in the shooting, 
lis brother, Captain Hains,.-has not 
•et bpen put on trial. 


Mains' Second .Experience. 
. 


This 'is the second time that- Hains 


has 
been acquitted of a murder 


charge. In 1891 he ,was tried in Vir- 
ginia for killing his former friend, 
Sdward.. A. Hannigan, of Fortress 
Vloriroe, with-whom he'quarrel while j 
canoeing. That time he was acquit- 
ted on the ground • that 'he acted in 
self defense. 


The jury was out twenty-two hours. 


When the verdict was announced a 
great shout came from the crowded 
court, room and Justice Crane ordered 
the spectators from the room. 
The 


defendant smiled when he heard the 
verdict, but his eyes filled with tears 
when he turned to his counsel and' 
shook them by the hand. 


It was learned from one of the 


jurors that seven ballots were taken. 
The first 'ballot stood eight to four 
for acquittal. The next change came 
early this morning, when a ballot 
showed nine jurors in favor of freeing 
the defendant. 


Hains Given Demonstration. 


Thornton Hains was given a dem- 


onstration -by the 
townspeople of 


Flushing as! he left the court room. 
Justice Crane had given orders to the 
police .not .to .permit, any. demonstra- 
tion on the street, but the throng al- 
most swept the officers aside'and suc- 
ceeded in surrounding Hains. 
Many- 


pressed upon him to shake hands. • 


Hains spent a few moments at the 


hotel, then in company with his coun- 
sel,' he . was whirled away, in a big 
motor car to the Long Island city 
jail, severarl .miles away,' to get his 
effects and greet his brother.

Foreman,Hill said that there, were 


fifteen ballots taken, the first being 
eight;to four. for .acquittal. 


Shortly before 3 o'clock, this morn- 


ing the 'jury 'sent 'word that they de- 
sired to have the-maps and diagrams 
of the Bay side'Yacht'club House'float, 
which was' sent .them . by" Justice 
Crane. No intimation came,from the 
jury room during the night as .to the 
progress made toward a verdict. 


The twelve, men went to breakfast 


at a hotel across from the court house 
at 7:30. •

Justice Crane waited jn ..his cham- 


ber all night, ready to receive a ver- 
dict and Dr. Hicks also was in con- 
stant attendance, ready to minister to 
John Walsh, the injured, juror, whose 
heart action, the physician states,- has 
been affected by the shock of the ac- 
cident and • the -excitement of the 
case.

Thornton Hains slept through the 


early hours of the morning on a table

Pa., which institution failed over two 
years ago for $2,000,000,. was. found- 
guilty at noon today of wrecking the 
bank and was irnmediafely. sentenced 
to serve fifteen years in the' state pris- 
on by United States Judge James S. j 
Young.

with making 
false .reports to.the 


comptroller, of the currency and,upon 
all of the "nineteen counts charging 
him with making .false entries' 'and 
with abstraction in transactions con- 
nected with the Greene' county politi- 
cal campaign in 1905. . . .

Convicted Banker Sheds Tears. . 
Ririehart was not present when.the 


verdict was read, but entered a few 
minutes lat.er. 
. 
. - ' ' . ' ' 


. Tears trickled down the cheeks of 
the dazed, hanker and' among the larg- 
est audience ever seen, in-the United 
States court'hero there'was a death- 
like silence. 


Immediate'ly'.aftcr the"verdict had 


been returned-a'mimbcr'of the'jurors 
were, instructed by the court to con- 
fer, with'United States'District Attor- 
ney Durikle and'a consultation follow-, 
ed-ih the latter's office. This confer- 
ence was -for the purpose of procuring 
additional information' concerning the 
alleged attempt to bribe a member of 
the "jury,-for-which two'men are now 
in" custody and' a' third arrest'is 'mo- 
mentarily 'expected. ' 


'Rinehart was taken to the peniten- 


tiary at 1:30 this afternoon. 


The jury'was dismissed after each 


juror had been closely questioned as 
to whether or not an attempt had been 
made to influence them' in rendering 
a verdict..

' Jury Ignorant of Arrests. " 


' There was no intelligence this morn- 
ing to the mind of the jurors who had 
not had any intimation of the arrests 
last night..- by secret service men. of 
George ^W. Worley. a brother-in-law 
of Banker Rinehart. and James Smith, 
a wealthy Greene county farmer, on 
charges, of alleged tampering with a 
personal, friend of a juror.

To 
properly and' completely light tho streets of the city to the remotest 
bounds will require all the money the special tax levy will raise for 
three or four years, possibly longer, for the people Avill not invite an' 
increase of their tax burdens, we arc sure." 


This clo:ir and careful editorial statement from one of the most ably conduct- 


ed dailies of the state, a consistent supporter of the city administration in all com- 
mendable policies, carries the weight of tried loyalty to Fort Wayne interests. 


The .Labor Times-Herald, an able and trenchant advocate of municipal own- 


;ership of public utilities, thus expresses its convictions in its January 8 issue: 


"The city needs first the full benefit of its lighting plant for the 


purposes for which it was originally projected—a complete street liglit- 


, mg system. Times-Herald has not the statistics at hand, but if recol- 
lection goes not amiss, there are at present about 400 street lights in 
service. This is just about and not over half enough. Let the careful 
observer make a tour of the city after dark and he will agree that before 
the city undertakes to furnish tho favored few in the thickly settled 
districts with cheaper private lighting, it should first furnish to all a 
more complete public lighting system.

The 
city's system is not the worst, but it is far from being the best, and 
some, localities are as a matter of fact execrably provided."

MARRIAGE LICENSE BUREAU.

HE new law which requires the matrimoni- 
ally Inclined In the State of New York to take 
out a license to wed went Into operation last 
January. At the time public attention was 
directed to it by running newspaper com- 


ment in Jocose vein. 


To persons reared In States where the civil mar- 


riage "contract has always been rather rigidly safe- 
guarded it was less mirth provoking than to the New 
York man, accustomed to an elastic vow as far as 
civic'requirements, were concerned. To him there 
was something unspeakably funny In the spectacle 
of a young man and woman appearing together and 
making aUicluvil. to the most important facts of their 
lives and those also of their parents. 


As a matter <T fact, if you are a lover of human 


drama and your natural interest has received editorial 
bins and stimulus you will flnd yourself richly re- 
warded by a day spent in the office of the City Clerk, 
the present location of the Marriage Licanse Bureau. 
But you will not find It nil comedy. 


With the modesty of all your violet kind you as- 


sume your smallest possible dimensions and slide into 
an ohscure corner scat. Here, you fancy, you may 
observe everything in an inconspicuous and unoffend- 
ing silence. But the fact that you have entered these 
halls with no masculine obligate screams your pres- 
ence. You become the embarrassed centre" of an at- 
tention scarcely less embarrassed. 
Brides? eye you 


will) covert query and their young men are openly 
solicitous—you are so obviously left in the lurch. 


While yon sit there and hope, with scant assurance, 


that you look more dignified and indifferent than you 
feel, enters a young woman of competent, not to say 
nillltnnt, hearing. Follows at her heels n mildly acqui- 
escent youth—:i fatuous smile of non-resistance upon 
his face. She takes his hat, brushes a speck from his 
coat and marches him up to the desk which partitions 
the office. With these same appropriate gestures will 
she one day project little Gwendolen Maud and Harold 
Percival into their scholastic careers. 


It seems that after filling out the application blanks 


most couples are put through a sort of inquisition as 
to their statements before the oath is put. This has a 
very bad effect upon the temper of the present de- 
ponent.

But how is the church to grow? 


An illustration of how gems are pro- 
duced may help us to know.

>raved humanity into tho glory of re- 
leemed and beautiful souls, who sing 
'Unto Him that loveth us, and hath 
made us priests and kings unto God 
and his father."

verse, the Christian life Is growth. 
The fact tha* Christian life conforms 
to the laws of growth, such as de- 
velop the seed Into the tree, needs 
special emphasis,, 
because several 


very common and tenacious errors are 
cherished through overlooking''it. It 
seems to be assumed by many that 
conversion gives instantaneous per- 
fection; not merely a new direction to 
life, not a planting of the life in a new 
soil only, but a fully developed and i 
fruitful tree in a day. And It takes 
ages long to make the sand and clay 
and soot into gems!

000,000 Christians, members of va- 
rious churches.
